May Delay Trial. 

A special term of Forsyth county 
superior court has been requested to 
begin September 5, but Carlisle Hig- 
gins, solicitor for the district, who 
will prosecute Libby and Ab Walker, 
Reynolds’ friend, jointly indicted with 
the 26-year-old widow, said he could 
not be present at that term of court. 

The next regular term begins Oc- 
tober 3,

Direct Relief Held Up. 

In another letter to Governor Rich- 
ard B. Russell, the mayor asked that 
no action be taken immediately on a 
joint petition from the city and coun- 
ty for $1,000,000 for direct relief, 
Saying that the. petition was filed 
prematurely and that it is not yet 
in the peor form. He added that 
if the $10,000,000. is obtained. from 
the, Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion for the sew:r work, that em- 
ployment would be furnished to thou- 
sands and that the petitions for direct 
relief could be cut. 

In addition to empowering Longino 
to proceed with approval of the sewer 
renovation plan as soon as the city 
makes a contractual obligation con- 
cerning retirement of the sewer in- 
debtedness, the commission voted 
$5,000 for direct relief to supplement 
8,000 previously appropriated for 
that purpose. The fund is to be ad-, 
ministered by Kendall Weisiger, the 
county trustee, and will be used to 
gy only. 

e $5,000 is to match a similar 
amount furnished by the city and is 
to be handled through the central re- 
lief commission. Sites for relief cen- 
ters to be established inside the city 
were being selected by a special com- 
mittee of the commission headed by 
Commissioner Stewart. 

Tax District Foreseen. 

The letter to the commissioners 
pointed out the need for concerted ac- 
tion in the matter, and expressed 
Key’s understanding as a result of the 
conferences with Longino and Stewart 
that the county would be willing to 
enter the agreement and “would be 
willing to assume the obligation for 
the unincorporated torritory within 
the drainage area within Fulton 
county” assuming “its fair propor- 
tion of obligations as represented by 
the taxable value of the property there- 
in,” 


It further cited that it is contem- 
plated that the Georgia legislature will 
establish a taxing district, which “will 
provide measures for meeting the obli- 
gations of this loan.” 

Key's letter to Governor Russell as- 

serted that he asked the governor to 
defer action on the $1,000,000 direct:

NEW~ YORK, Aug. 8.-*(#)—The 
most violent upswing in cotton in 
more than two years, the swiftest 
trading in stocks in nearly two years, 
and the sharpest advance in bonds in 
two months, marked the big bull push 


in the nation’s leading financial mar- 
kets today. 

Cotton surged up more than $5 a 
bale, as the government estimated 
this year’s crop below the average of 
recent years, and Wall Street quick- 
ly recalled that a short crop in that 
staple in 1921 was an important fac- 
tor in boosting the markets out of the 
post-war economic difficulties. 

Stocks met three successive waves 
of profit taking, and the last one was 
sufficient to reduce the day’s extreme 
advances substantially, but many 
leading issues closed $1 to $6 a share 
higher, and the turnover of 5,544,380 
was the largest since October of 1930. 

At the best prices, when many 
stocks were up $2 to $8 a share, it 
was a market which would have gliad- 
dened the hearts of the bulls in the 
prosperity-mad days of 1929. 

The bond market forged ahead in 
the last hour, when stocks were slip- 
ping off from the crest, and the turn- 
over in this‘ market, at $14,698,000 
par value, reached the largest -pro- 
portions since April, in fact the larg-

RELIEF PLANS FRAMED 
AT FLORIDA MEETING 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Augf. 8.— 
(?)}—Governor Carlton's state unem- 
ployment relief committee today adopt- 
ed a plan of action calling for estab- 
lishment of a central relief body in 
each county, for immediate application 
for federal aid funds to get the state 
program started, and for another ap- 
plication for funds as soon as detailed 
data on Florida’s needs can be ob- 
tained. : 

The governor explained that Florida 
can get only as. much of the $300,000,- 
000 federal relief fund as it needs to 
relieve actual destitution after all local 
aid has been exhausted. He said what- 
ever money the state gets must be used 
to finance public work which would 
not otherwise be done so that the 
greatest number of persons possible 
will be given employment. 

The money thus advanced to Florida 
will be deducted from future federal 
appropriations to the state, he ex- 
plained. Beginning in 1935, he said, 
one-fifth of each year’s appropriation 
will be deducted until the full amount 
is repaid. 

Counties, cities and self-liquidating 
projects may borrow from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, he add- 
ed, but these loans will be separate 
from the state relief fund. 


CITY TO ENFORCE 
LAW REGULATING 
BUSES AND TRUCKS 


Acting on a recent resolution from 
city~ council, Chief of Police T. O. 
Sturdivant Monday instructed W. R. 
Echols, city inspector of weights and 
measures, to enforce an eight-year-old 
ordinance forbidding buses, trucks and 
other motor vehicles weighing more 
than 22,000 pounds from operating 
over city streets. 

Echols immediately began notifying 
operators of large motor vehicles, in- 
cluding the Georgia Power Company, 
which operates a fleet of heavy pas- 
senger buses, that the law would be 
enforced and that all such vehicles 
must be weighed for net and capacity 
tonnage on the city scales, 

It was said. by Echols that a rea- 
sonable time would be allowed for 
operators to have their vehicles weigh- 
ed, after which strict enforcement of 
the ordinance will he carried out. In 
addition to fixing the weight of such 
carriers, the 1924 ordinance limits 
the width to 96 inches and the height 
to 12 feet. A special tax is provided 
for heavy interstate passenger buses, 
which will be stopped at the city 
limits for inspection, it was said.

ANTLNAR TREAT 


Secretary of State Says 
U. S. Will Do Her Part 
To Make Pact Effective. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—(#)—Secre- 
tary Stimson described the Kellogg- 


Briand pact tonight es a forceful in- 
strument upon which the nations of 
the world could rest their hopes for 
peace. The American people, he said, 
would not fail to do their share in the 
endeavor to make it an “effective liv- 
ing reality.” 

His broad exposition of the views 
of the state department ws delivered 
in a speech before the council of for- 
eign affairs and broadcast in the Na- 
tional Radio forum of the Washington 
Star and the National Broadcasting 


Company at a time when the report 


of the special committee sent by the 
League of Nations to review the re- 
cent Sino-Japanese dispute in Man- 
churia is impending. 

The secretary called the treaty to 
outlaw war more than a “mere ges- 
ture” and said that a nation which 
sought to “mask imperialistic policy 
under the guise of protection of its 
own nationals would soon be unmask- 


He'reviewed the application of the 
treaty to the disputes between Rus- 
sia and China and between Japan and 
China, both centering upon Manchuria 
and asserted that in its operation in 
both of these cases there had been 
frequent consultations among the dip- 
lomats of the nations that were signa- 
tories to the pact. 

In the Russo-Chinese case he said 
that after 37 nations had joined the 
United States in urging that Russia 
and China settle the controversy 
peacefully, Russian troops were with- 
drawn after they had penetrated near- 
ly a hundred miles into Manchuria.

In the State of Georgia, for example, in the year 1930, 
the railroads paid taxes of $4,367,510, of which at least 
$1,250,000 went for the support of the schools. That is 
to say, 30 per cent of the tax money paid by the railroads 
in Georgia is used for school purposes. ‘In some school 
districts the railroads pay more than half the taxes. With- 
out railway tax money, the schools would have to close, 
or the taxes on others would have to be doubled.

Congressman Shows He

ing Privilege. 


GRIFFIN, Ga., Aug. 8.—Renewing 
his attack on demogoguery and de- 
manding a more straightforward dis- 
cussion of issues of the hour, Con- 
gressman Charles R. Crisp, in con- 
tinuing his campaign for the United 
States senate, tonight assailed Gov- 
ernor Russell for persistently misrep- 
resenting his use of the franking priv- 
ilege. 

Addressing a large and enthusiastic 
audience in the Spaulding county 
courthouse, Mr. Crisp, dean of the

listeners that Governor Russell was 
deliberately misrepresenting him in 
an effort to poison the minds of the 
voters of the state. 

Citing a speech made by, his op- 
ponent at Cartersville Saturday, the 
Georgia congressman, by way of des- 
cribing the character of campaign be- 
ing conducted against him, declared 
that Governor Russell had continued 
to make false charges against him 
in the face’ of earlier clear-cut de- 
nials. 

Shows Postoffice Receipt. 

And then as a gesture toward end- 
ing the asserted misrepresentation 
once and for all, he laid before the 
crowd an official receipt from the 
United States postmaster at Wash- 
ington showing that he had paid out 
of his own pocket the sum of $1,892 
as postage on frankable material sent 
out during the current campaign.

Hamilton Ralls, candidate for com- 
missioner of agriculture, said in At- 
lanta Monday that he would propose, 
if elected, legislation to protect the 
farmers of Georgia from the opera- 
tions of crooks.

CONYERS, Ga., Aug. 8.—Business- 
men of Conyers and farmers of this 
section put aside their affairs this aft- 
ernoon and turned out in large num- 
bers to give an erthusiastic reception 
to Bugene Talmadge, commissioner of 
agriculture and candidate for gover- 
nor, who spoke for an hour and a half 
in the interest of his candidacy. There 
being no building large enough to ac- 
commodate he spoke in the open air. 

The speaker was introduced by J. 
H. McCalla, prominent local attor- 
ney. 

Prior to the speaking, R. O. Gailey 
announced through a megaphone that 
Commissioner Talmadge was to speak, 
and all stores and business houses 
were closed to give opportunity for 
the entire town to attend, | 

Crowd Gets Watermelons. 

More than 400 watermelons, pro- 
vided by friends of the candidate, 
were served to the crowd immediately 
after the meeting. 

Commisrioner Talmadge, in his 
speech, struck back at those who have 
attempted to ridicule his fight for re- 
duced freight rates, asserting that if 
his opponents did not believe he could 
do something about the matter, they 
would not be fighting him. 

Mr. Talmadge said: 

“When a public official digs into 
the wrongs of those reaping where 
they do not sow he makes enemies and 
draws all kinds of abuse. 

“I have drawn the fire from many 
but they fail to tell you the truth 
as to why they are fighting me. Be- 
cause I complained against the war- 
time freight rates that are paralyzing 
our railroads, shipping and business, 
and discharging the workers, they are 
making it appear that I am against 
the railroads, the shipper and _ the 
worker. 

Cites Specific Case. 


“Here is an instance of what I am 
talking about. On July 25 of this year 
A, Barlow, under the name of 
Cedar Park Farm, shipped. from Mc- 
Rae, Ga., to Pittsburgh, three cars of 
melons. The shipper and consignee 
paid the loading and unloading 
charges. All the railroad did was to 
haul them. The melons sold for $715 
and the freight was $569.69, leav- 
ing Barlew, after paying commissions, 
$97.31. The melons sold for about 25 
cents each, and brought the farmer 
less than 4 cents. One of my neighbors 
received only 79 cents for his ship- 
ment. Many shipments do not even 
bring the freight charges. Oftimes 
the freight amounts to more than the 
cost. of the goods. 

“In the face of this, high officers 
of the railroads draw fat salaries of 
from $50,000 to $135,000 per year. 
The railroads lose business, the men 
are laid off, and the word is sent out 
that Talmadge is not safe, that he is 
against the railroads, against busi- 
ness, and against the worker. 

“Now, what applies to the melon 
grower applies also to the merchant 
and to the businessman. What I am 
trying to do is to bring about a re- 
duction in such charges and equalize 
matters to meet conditions so as to 
enable the farmer to grow and ship 
melons and other produce, and that all 
commodities may be shipped at rea- 
sonable rates in order that business 
may pick up, the railroads get revenue 
and the men gain employment at liv- 
ing wages. 

“They say that I cannot do any- 
ching about it, I tell you that it 
is not the mamewho runs around and 
says ‘it cannot be done’ who does, 
but the man who does is he who says 
‘I thin’: I can.’ If they thought that 
I could not, they would not be fight- 
ing .ne, 

“Let them howl. I shall keep up 
the fight until something is don>. 

“The people will be better off with 
a friend for governor who will azitate 
the matter and try to do than with 
one who lines up with the enemy by 
saying that nothing can be done.”

AJTALMADGE FLAYED

CLARKESVILLE, Ga., Aug. 8.— 
Charges that Eugene Talmadge and 
Captain J. C. Thrasher, now head of 
the pure food division of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, “virtually bank- 
rupted Telfair county in two years” 
were made in a speech here today by 
John I. Kelley, an opponent of Tal- 
madge in the gubernatorial contest. 

Reading from a grand jury present- 
ment made in 1923, Kelley said: 

“Captain Thrasher, as county com- 
missioner, and Talmadge, as his at- 
torney, took over the affairs of the 
county at a time when its assets ex- 
ceeded liabilities by $15,917.32. They 
remained in office until legislated out 
two years later and during that time 
they spent $226,060.87 in cash derived 
from fax sources and left the county 
in debt $90,828.57. 

“The grand jury charged,” Kelley 
said, that he (Thrasher) took $1,146 
of county warrants issued by Wheeler 
county to Telfair county and, instead 
of turning the proceeds over to Tel- 
fair county, he turned them over to 


Talmadge, who used them.” 


CARLTON QUESTIONS 


SUSPECT’S DETENTION 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Aug. 8.— 
(P)—Governor Doyle E. Carlton to- 
(lay said he telegraphed Constable W. 
H. Mock, of Lake Dales, to explain 
why Mock kept Wallace Burke, of 
Jacksonville in secret confinement 
since he was arrested last week in 
ronnection with the murder in June 
of former Mayor Joe Beal at Lake 
Wales.

THE WORST IS OVER. 

Continuation Monday of the 
heavy trading on Wall Street gives 
added confidence that the general 
upward trend on the markets last 
week was a definite movement in a 
sustained, firmly grounded surge 
away from the depressed conditions 
of the past three years. , 

Had the ‘tremendous trading 
which forced the prices of all secur- 
ities upward been merely a flash 
in the pan the 45-hour period be- 
tween the closing of the markets 
Saturday and their opening Mon- 
day would have marked its col- 
lapse. 

Instead, Monday’s openings found 

the markets again clogged with buy- 
ing orders and every indication 
pointing to the renewed market 
transactions being based on a re- 
awakened public confidence. 

While as yet the activity in se- 
curities trading has not been com- 
municated to business generally, the 
pouring of many millions into the 
purchase of stocks and bonds, thus 
releasing money which has been 
idle, and the increase in stock 
values, is certain to have an early 
and stimulating reaction on com- 
modity buying. 

A remarkable analogy exists be- 
tween conditions now and_ those 
which marked the disappearance of 
the depression of a decade ago. In 
August, 1921, economic conditions 
were at their lowest ebb, pessimism 
was nationwide and there was no 
indication that beneath the surface 
a Significant strengthening and 
solidifying was taking place. : 

Almost to the day 11 years ago 
these changes began to manifest 
themsélves on the stock exchanges, 
as apparently they are now, and by

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


THE INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
SCARE. 

Somewhere or other there is almost 
always a poliomyelitis scare, I infer 
from the inquiries coming in from 
anxious parents. 

We have good reason to believe, 
though we do not yet know definitely, 
that this disease is a respiratory in- 


fection, that is, the germ or virus 
of the disease is usually carried from 
one person to another in the secre- 
tions from mouth, nose or throat of 
the patient or a healthy carrier, just 
as diphtheria or measles or whooping 
cough is spread. 

It may do no good, but it does po 
harm anyhow, to use a simple solu- 
tion of a heaping teaspoonful of boric 
acid in the pint of boiled water as 
a mouth wash or gargle or nasal 
spray three or more times a day, if 
hens is a local outbreak of infantile 
paralysis. I don’t know whether this 
will prevent catching the disease, but 
I do know. that such a solution is as 
efficient as any known antiseptic 
preparation one can use for such a 
purpose, 

The attack of poliomyelitis (infan- 
tile paralysis) begins very much like 
ordinary acute sore throat, grippe, 
coryza or other cri (common respi- 
ratory infection). After a few days 
of such mildly feverish illness the pa- 
tient complains of pain or tenderness 
or heaviness or weakness in some 
particular muscle group, usually in 
one limb, and the limb gradually be- 
comes weak or paralyzed, though 
generally only partly powerless, that 
is, it ig not entirely immovable. 

The disease is infectious or com- 
municable only during the feverish 
stage, say the first week or ten days 
if the illness. After that, the pa- 
ralysis remains for weeks or months, 
but the condition is no longer in- 
fectious and the patient is not a 
menace to anybody. The paralysis 
or paresis (weakening) of the affect- 
ed muscle group is merely the after- 
math or result of the illness, and is 
not in any sense an illness in itself. 

Whether the victim fully recovers 
the use of the affected muscles or 
only partly regains control or fails 
to show any improvement, there is 
no reason in the world why the gen- 
eral physical and mental health 
should not be quite as sound as 
though no attack of infantile pa- 
ralysis had occurred. 

The great remedy in the stage of 
invasion is rest. Most intelligent 
folk now know that a day in bed is 
the best™first aid treatment for most 
acute illnesses. Well, if the illness 
happens to be acute erg 
then the first day in bed is more 
potent for preventing paralysis or for 
limiting it to a mild or a temporary 
paresis than is any serum or other 
remedy as yet discovered. 

I hope all parents who have ap 
pealed to me for advice about this 
will heed the advice I give. Here it 
is: At all times, even if there 's 
no immediate poliomyelitis scare, 
give your child the benefit of the 
doubt~-send him to bed and keep him 
there for at least 24 hours whenever 
he manifests any symptoms of cri, or 
if you're mulish about it, then a 
“aold.” You never can tell, neither 
can a doctor, and not even a nurse 
doubling in the role of little tin doc- 
tor, what such an illness will turn 
out to be. 

If you are still in doubt whether 
the child is ill after he has remained 
in bed for 24 hours, then as a good 
arent you must (1) either weet him 
in bed another 24 hours or (2) call 
in your physician at once.

The game was won by Germany 
7 to 3 after repeated fouls had been 
called on the Brazilians and as many 
protests had been made by the South 
Americans. 

The referee’s decisions during the 
game had been greeted by frequent 
booes from the 9,000 persons in the 
stands, with most of the spectators 
feeling that the Brazilians had been 
discriminated against. 

He ejected one Brazilian from the 
game, but only after an extended ar- 
gument, Komjadi arguing in . Hun- 
garian and the South American in 
Spanish, to no adequate conclusion. 
Immediately thereafter the Germans 
scored, permitting the player to re- 
turn to the fray.

A list of the numbers was forward- 
ed to mounted police headquarters at 
Ottawa and Inspector Bird said any 
further action would await word from 
United States authorities. The num- 
bers on the notes were not made pub- 
lic. 

The money was deposited at Albert 
by Miss Carrie Anderson, a nurse of 
Hampton, Va., the police said. It con- 
sisted of three twenty-dollar bills, two 
tens and two fives. ; 

Miss Anderson is spending a vaca- 
tion at the home of her sister, Mrs. 
W. H. Martin, of Albert, She -was 
not question by the bank of police 
and when interviewed today expressed 
surprise that her deposit had been 
linked with the ransom money.

York Arrive Laden With 
Parcels. 


Atlanta’s serviceable position as a 
gateway for distribution of commerce 
to and from the south, the west and 
the Atlantic seaboard was again 
graphically emphasized Monday when 
the first flight of air express brought 
to the airport 16 cargoes of packages 
on planes that started in cities as re- 
mote from each other as New York 
and Los Angeles and Chicago and 
Miami, Fla. 

From dawn to dusk, and then on 


through the night swift carriers of | 


the skylines were arriving and de- 
parting, each with its newly acquired 


quota of express. This continuous 
stream of commodities was only tem- 
porarily halted at Candler field for 
separation into groups destined for 
planes departing in every direction. 
Night planes from New York on the 
Eastern Air Transport line, and from 
Chicago on American Airways line 
brought their burdens of express for 
Florida, Georgia, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi and states west of the Missis- 
sippi river. Outgoing planes for New 
York, Miami, Dallas, Los Angeles and 
Cleveland, Ohio, took off with car- 
goes of mixed freight all of which 
will be at destination points before 
business starts Tuesday morning. 

Mayor James L. Key, with Chair- 
man Joseph E. Berman of the city 
council’s aviation committee, both en- 
thusiastic air transport supporters, 
were at the field at 6 p. m. to wel- 
come in the big tri-motor plane bear- 
ing the first express shipments over 
Genera] Air Express from the Pacific 
coast. They greeted Pilot Paul Car- 
penter, of American Airways, and 
then watched the transfer of the pack- 
ages for points north and east to the 
New York night mail plane of East- 
ern Air Transport, piloted by L. E. 
McLaughlin. Local officia!s of Pos- 
tal Telegraph Company were at the 
field also to see that the first flight 
packages, incoming and outgoing, were 
moving promptly. Mayor Key was 
particularly pleased at the volume of 
business handled at the field on the 
first day of the new business enter- 
congratulated 
representatives of the two air lines.

Chemist of State Geo- 
logical Survey. , 


Dr. Edgar Everhart, for 26 years 
chixfé chemist of the Georgia state 
geological survey and one of the most 
eminent experts in that field in the 
south, died Monday afternoon at his 
residence, 49 Avery drive, after an ill- 
ness of two years. Dr. Everhart was 
78 years old. 


Few men inthis section of the 


DR. EDGAR EVERHART. 
United States attained a more wide- 
spread reputation in the field of chem- 
ical research than Dr. Everhart. He 
had served for years on the faculties 


of leading American colleges and uni- 
versities and in his post-graduate 
career had made a number of impor- 
tant discoveries in geological chemis- 
try. 
Born in Stokes county, North Caro- 
lina, on April 8, 1854, the son of the 
Rev. Dr. George M. Everhart and 
Cornelia Adelaide Banner, he matricu- 
lated at an early age in Racine Col- 
lege, Racine, Wis., graduating with 
his bachelor’s degree in 1873. Two 
years later he was awarded his mas- 
ter’s degree, and immediately took up 
post-graduate work at Columbia Uni- 
versity. 


Known to Criminal Lawyers. 


In 1878 Dr. Everhart received his 
Ph. D. certificate from Freiburg Uni- 
versity, Freiburg, Germany, and that 
same year became assistant professor 
of chemistry at Stevens Institute of 
Technology, Hoboken, N. J., serving 
on the faculty of that institution un- 
til 1884. In that year he was en- 
gaged as professor of chemistry by the 
University of Texas, and he remained 
at that university until 1894, when 
he becar-e professor of chemistry of 
Cox College, at College Park, in which 
capacity he served until 1897. 

Dr. Everhart was known to every 
noted criminal lawyer in this section 
of the country. During his more than 
a quarter of a century service with 
the state geological survey he had 
appeared in the role many times as 
the state’s star witness in some of 
the most sensational murder trials in 
recent annals. Although his duties as 
geological chemist required a large 
part of his time, he was continually 
called upon by state’s attorneys to 
analyze the visceras of persons be- 
lieved to have been the victims of 
poison plots. In this braneh of chem- 
istry Dr. Everhart was perhaps as 
widely known as he was in geological 
survey work. 

Retired in 1930. 
In 1904 Dr. Everhart was appoint- 
ed as chief chemist of the state geo- 
logical survey of Georgia, a position 
in which he served until 1930. MI 
health forced him to retire from active 
duties, and for the last two years he 
had been unable to engage in any 
effort in the chemical research sphere. 
Dr. Everhart is survived by his 
wife; two daughters, Mrs. R. B. Van 
Wormer, of New York, and Mrs. Ethel 
Green, of Atlanta; a son. Edgar Ever-
